LouisviiiLE, Ky., Jan. 3.—PubUc at- 
tention here and at New Albany, Ind., 
is being occupied with a discussion go- 
ing on over the condition of the books 
of City Treasurer Weir, of the latter 
city. 
Not long ago an investigation was 
ordered by the finance committee and 
Ool. W, W. Granger, an expert, em- 
ployed. 
Granger denies the publication 
made by a morning paper yesterday to 
the effect that he had stated that Treas- 
urer Weir was short S92,000 in his ac- 
counts, and says that what he did say 
was: 
The book-keeping of the city 
clerk and city treasurer was defective 
«nd to illustrate it said that the total re- 
ceipts for the last twelve years, added to 
the money turned over by Treasurer 
Malbon to Treasurer Weir, are in ex- 
cess of the aggregate disbursements a 
trifle over $92,000. 
The correct status 
of Samuel M. Weir's account as city 
treasurer, said he, has never been made 
public by me so far and never will be 
made known until the rendition of my 
report to the finance committee.

The 6 rand Master of Ohio Prononnces 
Against Officers of a Lodsre Be- 
cause they Belong to 
the Cernean Order. 


CzjCTBiiANjD, O.. Jan. 3.—There is 
trouble among the Masons of Ohio over 
theCerneau Scottish rite. 
M 
Zanes- 
ville, by direction of Grand Master Wil- 
liams, Worshipful Master Stonesipher 
refused to inf)itall Senior Warden-elect 
Shimrick because they were members of 
the Oerneau Scottish rite. Bateman and 
others renounced their allegiance to the 
Grand lodge and Amity lodge and with- 
drew. Twenty-one members had signed 
an agreement to do likewise in case there 
was a refusal to install, and there is talk 
of establishing a new grand lodge. 
It is 
expected that Zanesville, Newark, Cosh- 
octon, McOonnelsville, 
Bucyrus 
and 
many other places in the state, where 
similar troubles have occurred, will fol- 
low. 


The Coal Blockade. 


Pittsburg, Jan. 3.—The coal fleet, 
with its 7,000,000 bushels, did not get 
away last night or this morning as an- 
ticipated. 
The rivers reached a good 
stage, eleven^feet, about 1 o'clock this 
morning, but the coal men were afraid 
to send out their craft on account of the 
heavy ice. 
The water is now receding, 
with nine feet and three inches on the 
gauge. 
Unless the ice passes out much 
more rapidly the riyer will get too low 
for the shipment of any but the lightest 
craft. 
No ice gorges have been re- 
ported and but very little damage has 
resulted from the ice so far. 


The Cincinnati Southern Wreck. 
ODiOUiNATi, O., Jan, 3.—Beferring to 
the special reports from Greenwood, 
Kentucky to the effect that the addi- 
tional remains of victims had been found 
in the derbis of Saturday's wreck on the 
Cincinnati Southern road, 
Superinten- 
dent Carrolls says there is not a particle 
of truth in the story. He says every em- 
ployee of the road, connected with both 
trains and all passengers have been ac- 
counted for. Mrs. Averys condition re- 
mains about the 
same. The 
other 
wounded are doing well.

UP GOES J L 
PRICES 


Great Excitement in the Oil Market- 
The Standard 
Oil 
Company 
Shows Its Foot 


NbwYobk, Jan. 8.—There is great 
excitement in the oil market and the 
crowd around the oil ring is one of the 
largest ever seen. There is evidently a 
corner of the shorts and they are trying 
to cover with none but other shorts to 
buy from. The first sale was made at 
90^. The advance was accompanied 
with the wildest excitement, which car- 
ried prices up to 93f. The prices then 
fell }c. The range of prices fs now the 
highest for over two years. The brokers 
generally ascribe the advance to the 
manipulation of the Standard Oil com- 
pany. 
But one of the representatives of 
that company said the advance was 
CBUsed simply by the success of the 
shut down movement, for by it the stock 
of oil was reduced 1,200,000 barrels per 
month. 


PiTTSBUBG, Jan. 3.—The excitement 
in oil to-day has seldom been equalled. 
The market opened strong at 90, and 
then advanced ta 93}. The prices con- 
tinued to advance and at 1 o'clock the 
sales were reported at 95. 


11,000 EMPLOYES 


Will be Thrown Out of Employment in 
the Glass Factories. 


PiTTSBTTBo, Jan. 3.—H. Sellers Mc- 
Kee, a prominent fiint glass manufac- 
turer, said in an interview that the num- 
ber of firms which would shut down 
their glass factorim on account of the 
trouble with their employes were forty- 
three, and the number of skilled work- 
men employed was over eight thousand, 
to which should be added two or three 
thousand workmen in other departments, 
making a total of ten or eleven thou- 
sand men, whom the shut-down would 
throw out of employment. 


Ashland, Pa., Jan. 8.—The Knights 
of Labor miners, at a meeting here last 
night, decided to go on a strike, and as 
a consequence, there is but one Beading 
colliery on this district]working to-day 
and that one short handed. 


New Yobk, Jan. 8.—The strike among 
the fiint glass workers is now on and a 
general 
one. 
The 
strikers 
number 
15,000 men as the Eastern workers struck 
to-day. 


Shamokin, Pa., Jan. 3.—The miners^ 
strike went into effect this morning at 
all the Philadelphia and Beading com- 
pany's collieries in this section, with the 
exception of the north Franklin, Nos. 1 
and 3. The collieries now idle in Sha- 
mokin Valley gave emplo jment to 6,500 
men. 


PhiladeiiFBIa, Jan. 8.—The great 
railroad strike is still on and it is char- 
acterized by the same detern ination of 
both sides to stand firm that has marked 
it from the beginning. 
The company 
says that it is overwhelmed with appli- 
cations from laborers in'search of em- 
ployment. It is said that 15,000 Schuyl- 
ville miners are idle to-day. 
The strike 
will create a coal famine and stop all 
furnaces. 


LIQUOR LAWS RELAXED. 


Atlanta's Anti-Prohibltlon Council Be- 
daces License and Extends the 
Closing Hour. 


Atxiaota, Ga., Jan. 3.—The new city 
council, which comprises five prohibi- 
tions and ten anti-prohibitionists, held 
its first meeting yesterday. 
The license 
to sell liquor was reduced to $1,000; the 
limits of permissible sale were extended, 
and the hour of closing liquor shops was 
changed to 10 o'clock; Beer license may 
be granted in any part of the city, but 
the penalty for selling whisky under 
such licensee is made thirty days in the 
chain gang, without alternative. 


NEW YORK. 


The Legislature Opens and the Goreroor 
Makes Recommendations. 


Albany, Jan. 3—The New York legis- 
lature was opened to-day. 
Among the 
recommendations which the governor 
makes, are the passage of an act regula- 
ing the employment of prison labor; an 
amendment to the statute which limits 
the amount of recovery to $5,000 in case 
of the death of a person caused by neg* 
ligence of another person or of a corpor- 
ation and increasing the amount of dam- 
ages that may be recovered in such 
actions to $10,000. 


Fremont Cole was elected speaker of 
the assembly, and Henry B. Law presi- 
dent of the senate. 


The Fire Record. 


New Haven, Conn., Jan. 8.—The 
works of the Seymour manufacturing 
company were burned last night. 
Loss, 
$60,000; fully insured. 
The fire was 
caused by an overheated journal.

MONOPOLIJOWNED! 


Judge Tinton Holds That the Telephone 
Company Must Furnish Telephones 
at the Rate of $8.00. 


liAi-AiETTB, Ind., Jan. 3. -Yesterday, 
in the circuit court. Judge Vinton ren- 
dered a decision in one of the celebrated 
telephone cases. 
The suit for $100 
damages was not touched upon, only 
the petition for a mandate against the 
company being considered. 
The case 
as presented was the state of Indiana on 
relation of Susanna B. Falley vs. the 
Central Union 
Telephone 
company. 
Wallace, Baird & Chase appealed for 
the plaintiff, and Coffroth h Stuart for 
the defendant. 
A petition 'was filed, 
asking for a mandate i^ainst the tele- 
phone company requiring said company 
to put in a telephone at her place of 
business, on Third street, she having 
tendered $9 as compensation for tele- 
phonic services for three months, being 
the amount prescribed by the statute. 


The company set up a defense that 
they were ^carrying on an inter-state 
business; that their lines gave the de- 
fendant not only local communication, 
but intercourse outside of the state, at 
rates the legislature illegally fixed; that 
under the toll system their lines were 
open to all without discrimination, and 
that the legislature could not compel 
them to do a rental business unless they 
choose to. 


The court held that the statute upon 
which the petitioner relied did not inter' 
fere with interstate commerce, hence the 
first paragraph of answer was bad. The 
court also held that under both the aver- 
ments of the petition and answer that 
the company was engaged in a general 
telephone business, and being engaged 
in such business the statute required it 
to furnish all applicants within the local 
limits of the said business telephone 
connection and facilities. 
The court 
further held that telephonic connection 
and facilities included the use of an in- 
strument in the residence or place of 
business of the applicant and a connec- 
tion by wire with the general office of 
the company in said city so that the ap- 
plicant could be put in telephonic con- 
nection with all tne patrons of the com- 
pany within the local limits of said com- 
panyj so the applicant could from his 
place of business or residence, transmit 
to or receive from all the other patrons 
of said company, telephonic messages; 
that the establishment of public toll 
stations did not give to the public such 
services as the statutes contemplated as 
it required a parson to leave his place of 
business and seek a public station in or- 
der to send a message and the toll sys- 
tem as adopted by the telephonic com- 
pany afforded ho means by which mes- 
sages sent from one public station to an- 
nother could be delivered to the party to 
whom they were sent, that hence the 
furnishings to the public these public 
toll stations, was not rendered to the 
public such services as the statute re- 
quires. 
In reference to the fourth 
paragraph 
of 
the 
answer 
which 
contains the averment that the company 
were to put a public telephone station in 
the petitioner's place of business, the 
court said that such an offer was coupled 
with the condition that the petitioner 
become the agent of the company and 
would permit all persons to enter her 
place of business for the purpose of 
sending telephonic messages, the court 
held that such a condition was not a 
reasonable regulation and that the Tele- 
phone company could not require an ap- 
plicant for telephonic communication 
and facilities to make a public station 
out of their private residence or place of 
business, and become an agent of the 
Telephone company as a condition upon 
which they might have telephonic com- 
munications and facilities with the same 
for a compensation of $3 per month. 
When the applicant has offered to pay 
the stipulated price fixed by statute he 
is entitled to the same without being re- 
quired to comply with any unreasonable 
rules, regulations 
or conditions and 
that therefore the fourth paragraph of 
the answer is bad," 


The attorneys for the defense an- 
nounced that they would appeal the 
case. 
The decision of Judge Vinton, if 
sustained, will prove an important one 
and will virtually overthrow the entire 
elaborate toll system of the Telephone 
company and grant to every resident of 
the state the right to demand and obtain 
the use of a telephone at the rate of $8 
per month.

THE American Forestry Congress at 
its last meeting prepared a bUl to be 
presented at the coming session of Con- 
gress for the protection and adminis- 
tration of the forests on the public do- 
main. 
It provides for a new bureau in 
the Department of the Interior, to be 
under the control of a Commissioner of 
Forests, who shall be appointed as 
other bureau officers are by the Presi- 
dent, subject to confirmation by the 
Senate. 
The Commissioner of Forests 
is given general jurisdiction of the 
public forests and is empowered to ap- 
point four Assistant 
Comminsioners— 
one from the Pacific Slope, one from the 
eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains, 
one from the States east of the 100th 
meridian and one from any place where 
he ean be found who shall be an expert 
in the science of forestry. 
The pro- 
posed law further provides that the 
forest lands still remaining of the pub- 
lic domain shall be divided into three 
classes, including, first, lands distant 
from the headwaters 
of important 
streams covered by timber of commer- 
cial value, more valuable for forest 
purposes than for cultivation; second, 
lands paritally or wholly covered by 
timber, 
but 
suitable 
for 
home- 
steads 
and 
more 
valuable 
for 
agricultural 
purposes 
than 
for timber; and third, mormtainous or 
other woodlands, which for climate, 
economic or public reasons should be 
held permanently as forest reserves. 
The timber on the lands of the first and 
second class is to be appraised sepa* 
rately from the value of the land and to 
be sold either with the land or on the 
stump, as the department may direct 
from time to time, while the lands of 
the third class shiJl constitute the per^ 
manent forest reserves, not open to sal« 
or occupation at all. 


SCHEMES for colonization in Mexico 
are cornine: to the front. 
A French 
company has aciiuired a grant of land 
in Chihuahua sixty miles long by six 
miles wide, on which a colony of 
French and Belgian emigrants are to 
be settled. 
A large bod.v of land in the 
same State, adjoining New Mexico, has 
been secured by a syndicate in which 
American capitalists are mostly con- 
cerned, and it is to be colonized. 
A 
town is being laid out on this land ad- 
joining the New Mexican town of Dom- 
ing. 
The international boundary there 
is an imaginary line, and so the new 
town will be 
practically an exten- 
sion into Mexico of the American town 
of Deming. 
These are only the begin- 
nings of what ie to be a great move- 
ment of American population, industry, 
and capital into Mexico.

been arrested charged with the novel 
crime of stealing large quantities of 
electricity from the local telephone ex- 
change. 
He has tapped the wires of 
the company, and is said to have 
tampered with the company's meter.

The practice is nou- much 
in vogue in rooms of new buildicga in- 
tended for stores,

etc., first simply to lay a 
cheap plaaterlloor (cement or gypsum), 
and thereupon to ])ut a layer of lino- 
leum, thus entirely dispensing with a 
wooden 
floor. 
Thiis, 
it is 
stated, 
floor is made which in its massive un- 
derground is impermeable to both ver- 
min and moisture. 
Such a cover ol 
linoleum takes the place and has th 
advantange of a carpet and can be mare 
at cheaper rates than wooden floors.-

AN improvement in Jacquard ma 
chines has been 
made designed t ) 
overcome the 
difficulty 
experienced 
with the twisteil cords, the methoil 
now proposed dispensing entirely with 
those cords and iittacbing the collets 
carrying the threads directly to tho 
hooka. 
Each hook consists of a verti- 
cal rod formed at its upper end with n 
bend, which engages in the well-knowii 
manner with a cross-bar attached t>» 
the lifting frame, whicli raises the 
hooks and, consequoutly, the harnes.s 
of the loom in the usual Avay. 
Tho 
lower part of the body is bent upon 
itself, and in the bend is hooketl a col- 
let, 
formed of spring wire bent and 
twisted. 
Each thread of the harnes i 
is provided with the usual loop on it.i 
upper end, whicli is hooked to the col- 
let; and the parallel ¡ arts of the wires, 
by passing through apertures in the 
stationary grates, are .so guided in their 
up and down motion that the hooks re- 
tain their relative positions to each 
other, having no sidewise or endwise 
motion whatevrr. 
On the lower end 
ofi the hook is a beHd that passes over 
a ride on the upper grate, in the down- 
ward movement of the hook, thus pre- 
venting the hooks from going further 
down, and they assume the same posi- 
tion they had before being raised. 


THE impioved French ai)paratus for 
purifying air by imparting to it a ro- 
tary motion seems to be a success. 
This device consists of two horizontal 
concentric cylinders, placed in connec- 
tion with a fan, these being fixed and 
turned with the spindle, and the whole 
is enclosed in a casing. 
The cylinders 
are closed at tlie ends, except for a hole 
permitting the passage of air drawn by 
ft fan, and as tho air passes through 
the concentric 
space 
between 
th« 
drums it is caused to rotate with them 
by the presence of feathers running 
longitudinally on the inside of the outer 
cylinder. 
The spindle which carries 
the whole arrangement is hollow, and 
it thus serves to bring the water which 
allowed to escape therefrom inside 
the drum by means of fine holes, which 
project it in the form of rain against 
the inside of the inner cylinder, also 
perforated, and the water again escapes 
from it and is projected against the in- 
side of the outer cylinder, over which 
it forms a thin coating. 
The motions 
of the air and 
\\ ater are as nearly in 
opposite directions. 
The watfsr after 
it has been sufficiently exposed to the 
air is allowed to escape, and is drawn 
off by means of a siphon. 
It is impos- 
sible for any air to pass through the 
apparatus without being washed and 
its solid impurities removed by centri- 
fugal 
action, and the proportion of 
water reiiuired 
may 
be 
varied as 
found necessary 
with reference to tlio 
particular chara<-tt;r or condition of the

for some time, made a fresh start, with 
new type and promise of other improve- 
menta 
"Newspapers," 
wrote 
the 
editor, whoever he may have been, in 
terms more applicable to the Fast than 
to any other journal, "have lon^- enough 
estranged themselves in 
a 
manner 
totally from the elegancies of litera- 
ture and dealt only in mali\}e, or at 
least in the prattle of the day. 
On 
this head, however, newspapers are not 
much more to blame than theii patrons, 
the public. 
But it is a blame out of 
which the Morning 
Post is reisolved to 
struggle, and for that end plans are 
now settling with a number of literary 
gentlemen, and particularly with one 
whose name would do our jiaper the 
highest honor were we at liberty to an- 
nounce it. 
The period is not far dis- 
tant when the Morning 
Bell will be as 
necessarily sought after, not only for 
the purpose of learning th«» fashion- 
able intelligence and the best authentic 
cated accounts of foreign and domestic 
occurrences which it now ¡possesses, 
but that the lovers of literature and 
taste may thoroughly peruse it and 
store it up for future infortt,ation and 
many a future reading." 
Those were 
vain yet prophetic words. 
The "num- 
ber of literary gentlemen" aud the one 
particularly honorable among 
them 
were not procured by Tatt«rsall, the

A Bad Wreck on the PIttsbirg Near Chi* 
eago.—George Halverson Killed 
at WaMnatalu 


A pretty bad wreck occured last night 
at 11 o'clock on the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago railroad at Wheeler, 
a station this side of Chicago. A long 
freight train broke in three parts and 
the middle section crashing up against 
the forward section wrecked three cars, 
loaded with coke, and one car, loaded 
with some kind of machinery.

George Halverson, a fireman 
in charge of the engine, was pinned in 
between the engine and tender, and in- 
jured so badly that he died several hours 
later. Halverson was a married man 
and resided in Chicago 
The damage to 
the train was comparatively slight

The officers of the fire department 
then lighted four lamps in the boxes, 
covering the cylinders to thaw them out. 
They left the lamps burn all night and 
they burned all the wood work off the 
engine, leaving nothing but the iron.

The streets leading to the n w k e t 
places are crowded with a collection of 
Yt ry curious vehicles. 
These are the 
carts which have brought in from the 
farms for miles around the produce of 
their respective dairies. 
They vary 
widely in color and shape, and present 
ample materials for study to any who 
are interested in knowing how m w y 
forms an ordinary four-wheeled vehicle 
can be made to assume. 
The cheeses 
are carried from the wagons to that 
part of the place assigned to the owner, 
and are there piled up and are covered 
over with cloths. 
When a sale has 
been effected, the services of the por- 
ters are called 
in. 
They work 
in 
couples, and by means of a strong pair 
of braces arranged upon the sho^ders, 
and with long loops, they carry a kind 
of hand barrow or stretcher slung be- 
tween; and, with a curious, shuflBing, 
gait, they cause this to glide along six 
inches above the groimd 
The bargain 
having 
been entered at the 
weigh 
house, two of these men go to 
the 
cheeses sold, proceed to pile them up 
upon their barrow, and carry them ofl 
to be weighed. 
This weighing is a 
fascinating part of the work to 
the 
stranger, the more so if he is at all fa- 
miliar with the modern methods of 
weighing goods. 
As far as appears to 
the eye the process now resembles in 
all particulars that which 
obtained 
when weighing first began in the new 
house at the close of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. 
There may be such things as 
steel-yards and modern appliances for 
ascertaining rapidly 
the weight 
of 
goods, but the Alkmaar public has not 
yet looked favorably upon them. 
In 
the weigh house the ground floor is 
open on three sides, admitting freely 
all who wish to enter. 
The stranger 
sees there four very large pairs of old- 
fashioned scales, and he soon notices 
that the porters, who are all dressed in 
white, wear different colored hats—^red, 
yellow, 
etc. —corresponding 
to 
the 
color of the scales. 
Each company of 
porters keep to their own pair of 
scales. 
The barrow with the load of 
cheese is placed u]ion the scale, and 
then with a resounding noise, a burly 
attendant piles up half hundred weights 
and smaller pieces of iron until the 
requisite balance is made. 
He then 
writes down the weight, moves all the 
weights off the scale to a stand built 
near, and the porters shuffle off with 
their load to the canal boat or vehicle 
provided by the buver, and that load of 
eheese bids a long farewell to Alkmaar. 
Small fees have to be paid to both por- 
ters and weigher. 
Here, as in so many 
spots on the earth's surface, vested in- 
terest has some influence, in all prob- 
ability, in staying the progress oi TOr 
totm. —Leisure 
Hour. 


Toddy and Toddy-Drawers. 


The drink called "toddy" is the juice 
extracted from the cocoanut palm, and 
is collected in earthenware pots called 
"chatties," into which the sap runs dur- 
ing the night from an incision made in 
the spathe. 
In the morning the "tod- 
dy-drawer," connecting his two feet by 
a piece of rope, swarms up th3 smooth 
trunk of a tree with which he 
intends 
commencing operations, 
and, 
having 
reached the lofty summit, he empties 
the contents of the chatty into a vessel 
attached to his waist 
In order to save 
himself the fatigue of descending each 
tree and ascending the next in succes- 
sion he passes from one to another by 
means of two ropes, on one of which 
his bare feet rest, while with his hands 
he holds on to the other. 


These rope, in course of time, be- 
come untrustworthy from exposure to 
weather and have to be occassionally 
changed. 
But too often the unfortu- 
nate rope-walker, grown careless 
by 
long immunity from accident, neglects 
to renew his perilous bridge and the 
snapping of either rope causes 
his 
death. 
Were the lower rope to break 
there might be still hope of clinging to 
the other and so working his way along; 
but, should the upper one break, ob- 
viously thdte is little chance of his sav- 
ing himself, even though the other re- 
mained sound. 
From this comes the 
proverb: 
"If 
the 
supporting-rope 
breaks one's mainstay is gone."—AR 
the Year Bound.

These are 
the 


cartn which bare brought in from the 
farina for miles around the produce of 
their reH|*«-tire dairies. They vary 
widely in color and shape, and present 
ample, materials for study to any who 
are interested in knowing bow many 
forms an ordinary fonr-wheeled vehicle 
cau 1* made to aaratne. The cheesei 
are carried from the wagons to that 
part of the pla'-e aligned to the owner, 
and are there piled up and are covered 
o*er with clotha. 
When a aale has 


t«en effected, the htrvices of the por- 
U-ra are called 
in. They work in 


couples, and by means of a strong psir 
of braces srranged upon the ahoulders, 
and with long looi>a, thev carry a kind 
of band l«rrow or stretcher slung be- 
tween; and, with a curious, shuffling, 
gait, they cause thia to glide along six 
inches above the (rroiin.l. The bargain 
having been entered at the weigh 
house, two of these men go to the 
cheeses sold, pro<«ed to pile them np 
upon their barrow, and carry them ofl 
to tx> weighed. This weighing is a 
fascinating part of the work to the 
stranger, the more so if he is at all fa- 
miliar with the modern methods of 
weighing goods. As far as appears to 
the eye the process now resembles in 
all particulars that which obtained 
when weighing firat b^gan in the new 
bouse at the rlos« of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. There m«y lie such things as 
steel-yards and mcxlern appliances for 
ascertaining rapidly 
the weight of 


goods, but the Alkmaar public has not 
yet looked favorably upon them. In 
the weigh house the ground floor is 
open on three sides, admitting freely 
all who wish to enter. 
Thn stranger 


sees there four very larpe pairs of old- 
fashioned scales, and he soon notices 
that the porters, who are all dressed in 
white, wear different colored Lats—red, 
yellow, etc.—corres|>onding to 
the 


color of the scales. 
K&ch company o/ 


porters keep to their own pair of 
scales. The l«rro» with tie load of 
cheese in placed ujon the scale, and 
then with a resounding noise, a burly 
attendant piles up half hundred weights 
and smaller pieces of iron until the 
requisite balance is made. 
He then 


writ)*down the weight moves all the 
weights oft the scale to a stand built 
near, and tlie porters shuffle, off with 
their load to the canal Itoat or vehicle 
provided by the barer, and that load of 
-he»«e bids a long farewell to Alkmaar. 
Small foes have to }* paid to loth por- 
ters and weigher. Here, as in so many 
•pots on the earth's surface. Touted in- 
tereat has some influence, in all prob- 
ability, in staying the progress oi re- 
form. — Lewure Hour. 


Taddr aad Tadd;-Drawer*. 


The drink called "toddy" ia the juice 


extracted from the oocoanut palm, aud 
ia collected in earthenware pots called 
"chattiea," into which the sap rnns dur- 
ing the night from an incision made in 
the spathe. In the morning the "tod- 
dy-drawer," connecting his two feet by 
a piece of rope, swarm' up thj smooth 
trunk of a tree with which he intends

himself the fatigue of descending each 
tree and ascending the next in succes- 
sion he passes from one to another bv 
means of two ropes, on one of which 
his bare feet rest, while, with his hands 
he holds on to the other. 


These ropa, in course of time, be- 


come untrustworthy from exposure to 
weather and have to be occasionally 
changed, hut too often the unfort 
nate rope-walker, grown careless by 
long immunity from accident, neglects 
to renew his perilous bridge and the 
snapping of either rope causes his 
death. Were the lower rope to break 
there might lie still hope of clinging to 
the other and ao working his way along; 
but, ahould the upper one break, ob- 
vioualT theYe is little chance of hia sav- 
ing himself, even though the other re- 
mained aound. From this comes the 
proverb: 
"If 
the 
supporting-rope 


breaks one's mainstay ia gone."—AH
